Every  fresliniaii  that  enters  high  school  leaves  behind  a  corps  of  teachers  who 
has  helped  to  build  his  educational  background.  Here  are  the  grade  teachers  of  the 
Greentown  School. 

In  the  primary  department  you  became  acquainted  with  Mrs.  Peters,  Miss  John- 
son, Mrs.  Little,  and  Mrs.  Evans.  In  these  grades,  j'ou  learned  to  stay  at  school  and 
began  your  first  slow  progress  with  the  alphabet  and  numbers. 

As  you  advanced  to  the  intermediate  classes  you  learned  to  know  Miss  Bow- 
man, ^frs.  Davis,  and  Mrs.  Himes.  Here  you  became  more  skilled  in  English  and 
arithmetic,  and  made  y(mr  first  attempts  in  history. 

Yes,  yon  liavc  left  tiiis  grouj)  of  teachers,  but  jow  will  come  to  value  the  in- 
struction and  attention  which  they  gave  you.  You  will  remember  and  appreciate  the 
years  yt>u  have  spent  with  them  as  3'ou  go  on  to  complete  your  high  school  work. 
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Our  library  has  been  an  aid 
in  our  effort  to  gain  knowledge.

The  school 
furnishes  these  clasfes  their  t.vp- 
ing  book  and  [laper. 

The  (_'omir,ercial  department, 
including  lionkkeeiiing  and  short- 
hand as  well  as  typing,  is  pre- 
paring many  of  our  boys  and 
girls  for  the  business  world. 


This  industrious  group  of 
students  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant classes  of  the  high 
school.  In  this  class,  they  learn 
citizenship,  how  to  be  good  citi- 
zens, and  what  is  expected  of 
tlieiii  from  their  country.  Be- 
cause it  gave  them  such  a  won- 
derful opportunit.v  for  ex|iressing 
their  opinion  and  because  they 
took  the  opportunity,  these  stu- 
dents will  be  more  capable  of 
taking  part  in  their  local  and 
national  government. 

For  the  first  time,  this  year 
the  students  had  a  choice  of 
Psychology  or  Economics  for 
their  second  semester  subject. 


Our  cafeteria  serves  appetiz- 
ing meals  to  a  large  number  of 
teachers  and  students  each  day. 
Although  our  cafeteria  is  not 
large,  our  cooks,  Mrs.  Harvey 
Street  and  Miss  Edna  Moss,  do 
an  excellent  job. 

Mrs.  Street  came  here  in 
1!)44  when  we  were  freshmen 
and  has  served  through  our  high 
school  days.  Miss  JIoss  joined 
Mrs.  Street  this  year.  Mrs.  Car- 
ter, Home  Economics  sujiervisor 
assists  the  cooks  by  planning  the 
menu  for  each  da.v.  Several  of 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
girls  help  serve  in  the  cafeteria. 

This  year  a  new  arrange- 
ment of  the  e(|uipment  and  some 
new  curtains  brightened  the 
cafeteria. 


Here  is  where  one  sees  for 
liimself  how  tilings  really  look. 
In  the  lahorutory  the  biology 
class  dissects  frogs,  worms,  fish, 
and  studies  bacteria  by  the  use 
of  slides.  This  is  always  a  lively 
room,  made  so  not  only  by  the 
pupils  themselves  but  by  other 
lively  creatures  of  nature — snak- 
es, bugs,  etc. 

When  this  picture  was  taken 
Mrs.  Loy,  the  laboratory  teaclier, 
was  absent  and  Mrs.  Pickett  was 
substituting  for  her. 


Seventy-one  girls  are  signed 
ui)  in  tlie  home  ec.  department 
where  they  wish  to  learn  how  to 
"Keep  the  Home  Fires  Burning" 
in  their  future  years.  JIany  sub- 
jects are  studied  here;  such  as, 
clothing,  home  nursing,  child 
care,  housing,  and  cooking  and 
meal  planning. 

Improvements  have  been 
made  in  this  department  this 
year.  The  girls  made  curtains 
for  the  sewing  room,  kitchen,  and 
cafeteria.  Xew  equipment  in  the 
way  of  a  new  iron  and  a  portable 
electric  sewing  machine  was 
added. 

Jlrs.  Carter  has  just  com- 
lileted  her  second  year  as  in- 
structor of  this  department. 


In  spite  of  serious  handicaps 
caused  by  shortages  in  materials, 
the  shop  offered  a  General  Shop 
Mechanics  Course  which  proved 
to  lie  popular.  This  course  in- 
cluded elementary  mecha  n  i  c  a  1 
drawing,  soldering,  wiring,  and 
electricity.  Actual  practice  in 
house  wiring  and  building  model 
electric  motors  was  given  the 
boys. 

A  complete  array  of  new 
power  tools  makes  the  shop  up- 
to-date. 


Here  are  the  boys  that  dust 
your  desks  and  clean  up  y(rar 
mess.  P^red  has  been  sweeping 
these  halls  and  rooms  for  four 
years.  Besides  all  their  inside 
work  these  boys  have  outside 
odd  jobs:  such  as,  mowing  the 
lawn  and  shoveling  snow.  On 
those  cold  wintry  mornings  you 
didn't  want  to  come  to  school, 
Fred  was  down  here  firing  the 
furnaces  in  order  to  keep  you 
warm  when  you  did  get  here.
